FOR A MUNICIPAL UNIVERSITY | 


“The University of Omaha owes its existence to a felt need for 
an institution of higher learning in Omaha, Such an institution 
could not well have its origin elsewhere than in the spirit- of phil- 
anthropy and devotion. to civic welfare so well: manifested by the 
date Dr, Danijel B. Jenkins. In the early summer of 1908 the Board

of ‘Trustees wag organized by Dr. Jenkins who hoped to offer the 


youth of Omaha an educational opportunity. never before scen ‘in 
this city. 


The promoters of the Viiversity of Omahe were moved by = 
consideration that. the modern city must provide the advantages 
of ‘cultural and practical education for the increasingly large: pro- 
portion which, desiring and needing these advantages, is unable 
to leave home and secure them at: another city, In and about 
Omaha there is a rapidly increasing population from which an ever 
larger body of students of. this eldss. can be drawn, While the 
primary aim of the enterprise was to meet the needs of this class 
‘of students it wag discerned that with the growth of the institution, 

it would find patronage among all classes of our citizens, 

Today, the burden has become so great that the few. men wlio, 


were paying: ‘the difference between tuition fees. and. ectual oper |. 


ating costs, are proposing that Omaha carry on the program. of 
higher education with the gift of the present university. 

It is interesting to note that in almost every case of a munici- 
pal university throughout the country, a former privately operated 
university has been the nucleus for ‘the schobl. The University of| 
- Omaha. bas an active student body ‘that numbers well: over a 
thousand members including night’ classes. and extension courses. 
That. the ‘institution should be offered Omaha ag a gift is merely 


‘another forward move along the line of. ‘greatest good for the} 


greatest number’? so advocated by Dr. Jenkins, 

Leading cities allover the United States have wired en- 
couragement to the Omahans who are attempting to help every 
thinking individual of this city so. ‘that he may understand the 
proposition. We ‘cannot here list the persons, firms, corporations, 
business houses, or unknown. golicitors who are working for the 
proposed bill, But to them, Omaha youth will forever be grate- 
fully indebted when the municipal university bill is carried. 

The state university at Lincoln is over-crowded just as is 
the University of Omaha, Qmaha high school graduates are plan- 
ning their college careers in other states. And when they leave, 
the money leaves; when they leave, their families-to-be leave; and 
Omaha is left a ‘‘retired farmer’? town. 

Creighton university is an institution of the highest rank and 
one of which Omaha and the middle-west may well be proud. It 
is not the intention of municipal backers to crowd Creighton uni- 
versity out of the city. A town the size of Omaha has room for 
three or four universities in addition to the proposed Municipal 
University and Creighton University. Lincoln, Nebragka, in ad- 
dition to being the scat of the University of Nebraska, has the 
Nebraska Wesleyan University, the Cotner University, and Union 

_ College. And Lincoln is considerably smaller than Omaha. Lecal 
high: sehools are pouring out thousands of studenta each year 
who know. that to go on without a higher learning would be 
verging on disaster.
